Grants, as well as a Cum- 
mings Foundation Grant. 
Both received unanimous ap- 
proval upon vote by the com- 
mittee. 

The Cummings Foundation 
grant, in the amount of 
$100,000; will go towards the

proposal was submitted by 
Wilmington High School AP 
chemistry teacher Julie Kim. 
Kim, along with AP physics 
teacher Marlene King, are 
currently overseeing the cre- 
ation of a robotics club. 
According to the proposal, 
a group of primarily female 
students in an AP chemistry 
class at the high school ex- 
pressed interest in starting 
such a club, and are now 
working to make the plan a 
reality. For a successful ro- 
botics program, students will 
need a variety of supplies, 
including new computers, for 
construction and coding.

This summer, a market 
study will be conducted on 
the stretch of Main Street 
between Clark Street and 
Richmond Street, accord- 
ing to Director of Planning 
and Conservation Valerie 
Gingrich. The UMass Dono- 
hue Institute will conduct 
the study. The goal is to 
gather information regard- 
ing the “visual vacancies” 
on this stretch of road, 
which includes the former

sites of Walgreens, Chilis, 
and Sonic. 

Gingrich described the 
study as a three-part pro- 
cess. The first part will be 
collection of background 
information, including de- 
mographic, employment, 
and real estate information 
in order to characterize the 
market in the area.

Wilmington’s Rite Aid

WILMINGTON — After 
recently changing from a 
Rite Aid into a Walgreens, 
the pharmacy at 208 N. 
Main St. in Wilmington will 
be closing and not reopen- 
ing under a new name. 

Walgreens Media Rela- 
tions Phil Caruso wrote in 
an email that the store’s last 


day of business will be June 
26, and the store will remain 
open for just two weeks 
after that for a final sale. 
The company’s statement 
explains that their intent is 


to focus their resources in 


the right locations. 

“AS you may know, Wal- 
greens recently purchased 
1,932 locations from Rite 
Aid and we are excited to 
welcome these stores to 


prices, transportation §is- 
sues, and other perceived 
problems. 

The study should be wrap- 
ped up by October, and will 
likely spur future research 
into other issues in that 
area. Such research may 
investigate zoning and per- 
mitting. 

“I guess I would stress the 
importance of zoning, not 
just as a planner, but just 
that ... zoning is what you 
ean do in a certain area, 
and not only what you can 
do as a use, but how you get 
to do it,” said Gingrich, not- 
ing that Wilmington tends 
to require special permits 
for many uses. 

She noted that relaxing

Taxpayers whose 
income isn’t paid evenly throughout the year can check 
Publication 505 instead of the calculator.

Wilmington yarns - 
Arthur T. Baad 


from cracker man 


to ad man

‘No®%finer looking man than 
Arthur T. Bond (1852-1936) 
ever walked the streets of Wil- 

thingtén. This may provoke 
gome" protesting squawks 
froné'some of the competing 
BeawBrummels who are still 
extatit} but it is at least near 
enough to the truth to merit a 
tentative assertion.

In any event, his expulsion 
was quite a throwback from 
his entrance, for he had the 
benefit of clergy when he 
entered. Mr. J. Howard 
Katies remembers that Mr. 
Tolman, who was then pas- 
tor, of the Congregational 
Chufch, fixed a morning 
date’ to officiate at a funeral

so that he could drive young 
Arthur over to Williams in 
the afternoon. 

Bond worked for his father 
as a cracker salesman for a 
while, then went into the 
advertising business, calling 
himself “Bond of Boston.” 
One of his principal clients 
was Whitehouse Coffee. 

He married Minnie F. Dorr, 
daughter of Dr. Dorr of Med- 
ford, in 1875, but the marriage 
had an unhappy ending. Pos- 
sibly she was lacking in a 
sense of humor. There was a 
divorce, and in 1887, Bond 
married Sophie Frances 
Hamblen of Wakefield, who 
had just as keen a sense of 
humor as he did. They proved 
to be a perfectly mated pair 
who lived happily together 
until death parted them when 
they were about 85 years old. 

Bond was living in Wake- 
field at the time of his sec- 
ond marriage, but his love 
for his native town drew him 
back here. His connection 
with the Blanchard family, 
coupled with the fact that 
North Wilmington offered 
good train service to both 
Wakefield and Boston influ- 
enced him to pick part of the 
Blanchard farm as a site for 
his new home. His aunt, 
Charlotte Bond, had mar- 
ried Walter Blanchard, a 
brother of Aunt Lizzie Blan- 
chard. Their daughter, Char- 
lotte Blanchard, married 
William E. Gowing, who 
bought the Blanchard farm 
when Aunt Lizzie sold it and 
left town. 

Arthur Bond’s only child 
was a daughter by the first 
marriage, who stayed with 
her mother after the divorce, 
and became estranged from 
her father. But she contested

his will when he died leaving 
an estate of $50,000 to his 
second wife’s two nieces, 
Mary R. Towle, an assistant 
Federal District Attorney in 
New York City and her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Sarah I. Moller. 

Bond was very fond of these 
two nieces, and often had 
them and their friends at his 
house. Among them was 
Katherine Hepburn of movie 
fame. My sister and I were 
witnesses in behalf of the 
will at the trial in the probate 
court. A compromise offer 
was made to Bond’s daugh- 
ter who left it to her son to 
decide. He elected to take all 
or nothing, with the result 
that he got nothing. 

The will was sustained. The 
executor afterwards asked 
me to look over the papers in 
Bond’s Boston office and see 
if there was anything in the 
nature of a history of Wil- 
mington among them. This I 
did. More about the mystery 
of the history in our next. 

(Editor’s note: More than 60 
years later, a collection of 
Bond’s historical material was 
found in an auction house. The 
Town of Wilmington bought the 
collection, now the backbone 
of the town’s historical materi- 
al. A collection of his photo- 
graphs may be seen on the 
Wilmington library web site.)

William R. ‘Woody’ Ford 


Earned five Battle Stars in Normandy 


William R. “Woody” Ford, 
age 99, of Tewksbury MA 
passed away peacefully on 
June 6, 2018. 


He was the 
beloved hus- 
band of the 
late Leah A 
(Bibeau) Ford, and a well 
known member of the Tewks- 
bury community since 1977. 
A devout communicant at 
Saint William’s Church, and 
a previous coach, manager, 
and umpire in Tewksbury’s 
Little League Baseball Pro- 
gram. 

Many will agree that to 
meet and speak with Woody 
was an enlightening experi- 
ence. He had a sparkle in his 
eye, a constant grin, and 
was always ready with a 
song. Within a few minutes 
of meeting Woody one be- 
came a friend for life of this 
wonderful man. . 

Woody began his life jour- 
ney in Lynn in October 1918, 
one of five children of the 
late Bernard and Mary 
(Winn) Ford, both Irish im- 
migrants to the U.S. He was 
educated in St. Patrick’s Pa- 
rochial Elementary School 
and went on to graduate 
from Lynn Classical High 
School. 

Woody enlisted into the US 


. Army at the outbreak of 


WWII with the Medical Corps 
107th Evacuation Hospital 
Division. His stories of the 
perils of driving ambulances 
in combat conditions in 


France were spellbinding. He 
went on to earn five Battle 
Stars for his participation at 


the Normandy landings 
through the Battle of the 
Bulge. 


He maintained his friend- 
ships forged during WWII 
with active memberships in 
the 107th Evacuation Hospi- 
tal Veteran Association.

PINNACLE LOOP

“What airfield?” That is the ques- 
tion I get when I tell people the land- 
mark location to get to the new 
Pinnacle Loop trail off of Pinnacle 
Street. The entrance is across from 
Oganowski Field, a radio-controlled 
aircraft field where hobbyists gather 
and fly their model planes. 

Parking on the shoulder is permit- 
ted off to the side of the road. The 
entrance is well marked as is the 
trail, freshly clear of debris and ob- 
stacles, though walkers should still 
keep an eye out for an errant stone 
or fallen branches. 

The loop is .9 miles long and winds 
amongst pine and oak and wild blue- 
berry. There is the obvious presence 
of ATV activity though it is prohibited 
on these trails. There is also evidence 
of paintball players, again not allow- 
ed on protected open space lands. 

That said, significant clean up ef- 
forts have been ongoing and what 
was once a dumping ground for con- 
tractor debris is now a quiet mean- 
der through the 150-year old state 
hospital property. The trails have 
been raked and cleared, and trees 
have been marked with trail medal- 
lions and directional arrows. 

In 2016, a 200-foot boardwalk was 
constructed by volunteers, linking the 
trails from the Pinnacle Street side of 
the parcel across a wetland area to 
connect to the rest of the trail, which 
winds under an old railroad trestle, to 
East Street at Maple, and continues 
on across state hospital land over

toward Livingston Street. 

Portions of this trail are part of the 
proposed Bay Circuit Trail corridor 
through Tewksbury, a portion of the 
trail that is still in the adoption phase 
of the more than 230 miles of trail 
from Plum Island to Duxbury harbor. 
Through the hard work of town staff 
and dedicated volunteers, a kiosk has 
been erected and additional trail 
markings will be established. 

A memorandum of understanding 
signed in 2017 by the Tewksbury State 
Hospital and the Bay Circuit Trail 
Alliance (now part of the Appala- 
chian Mountain Club) will clear the 
way for BCT linkages through Tewks- 
bury to finally be formalized.

We 
were rewarded with a glorious marsh 
view and place for quiet repose. All 
around the forest floor are signs that 
this diamond in the rough has much 
to reveal. Small princess pines dot 
the pine needle carpet, a rare, slow 
growing moss that is not a pine at all, 
though pretty and once used for pine 
boughs. 

Growing, too, are pink ladyslippers, 
or Mocassin flowers, a form of or- 
chid that grows in pine and hemlock 
forests. Trail runners or weekend 
walkers may also observe the buried 
stone walls, vestiges of the farming 
past. 

According to earthmagazine.org, 
“most of the region’s stone walls 
were built in the Revolutionary peri- 
od between 1775 and 1825, ... ‘the 
golden age’ of stone wall building,” 
and now are buried by years of leaf 
debris and shifting soils. 

As with all trails, enjoy them with 
your eyes but leave no trace. Tewks- 
bury Open Space Lands are carry 
in/carry out, including pet waste. 
Always wear sturdy footwear and be 
aware of mosquitos and ticks as you 
would in any forested area.

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Dracut wins 1-0 on walk-off hit in bottom of the seventh 


Wildcats give reigning state finalists a battle

DRACUT - When the MIAA 
released the state tourna- 
ment pairings last week, cer- 
tainly there was a lot of 
doubt that the Wilmington 
High School Softball team 
could match up against the 
reigning Division 2 state 
finalists Dracut in a first 
round match-up. Certainly 
the Wildcats did, as junior 
Ally Moran was just as pro- 
lific as Dracut's Riley White 
for all seven innings, while 
the 'Cats defense was superb 
behind her. 

However, the missing ingre- 
dient all night was the clutch 
hit. Wilmington never got it, 
and Dracut did as No. 2 hit- 
ter Amy Lupien was able to 
tap an outside pitcher into 
shallow right field to score 
Isabella Page from third as 
the No. 7 seed Middies cele- 
brated with the walk-off 1-0 
victory over the No. 10 seed 
Wildcats in a Division 2 
North first round game 
played Thursday night at the 
Richardson Middle School. 

Dracut moved on but was 
eliminated by the No. 2 seed 
Gloucester, 5-4, in the quar- 
terfinal round. Wilmington, 
which was making its fourth 
straight state tournament 
appearance including reach- 
ing the quarterfinals last 
year, losing to Swampscott, 
1-0, end the season with a 13- 
8 overall record. 

“They (Dracut) won but we 
didn't lose,” said head coach 
Audrey Cabral-Pini after the 
conclusion of the game. 
“Everybody counted us out. 
This was a very tough match 
up for us in the first round 
and nobody gave us a 
chance. These kids~ were 
resilient. This was the best 
game we played all year in 
terms of pitching and 
defense. We have been hit- 
ting the ball really, really 
well lately. We haven't used 
the {pitching machine all 
year' and we set it for 61 
(miles per hour) and we 
were hitting it.” 

The coaching staff put the 
pitching machine that high 
because of White, who can 
really bring it. She seemed 
to get better as the game 
went on, and in the end, she 
gave up just three hits, didn't 
walk anyone and struck out 
ten. 

“(White) did (get better as 
the game went on) and we 
heard that as games go on 
she throws harder. We had a 
game plan and (for the most 
part) we executed it.” 

Also pitching off the same 
rubber was Moran, who has 
easily become one of the 
area's top elite pitchers. She 
improved by leaps and 
bounds this season and 
developed a_ devastating 
change-up which really was 
effective on this night. She 
gave up seven hits - four to 
lead-off hitter Nardia Sari - 
walked one, hit one and 
struck out nine. 

“Ally was phenomenal, she 
really was,” said Cabral- 
Pini. “Nobody knows how 
resilient Ally was for us all 
season. She pitched every 
inning of every game as we 
did not have a second pitch- 
er. That stretch that we had 
a few losses in a row, she 
was.sick as she had walking 
pheumonia. She would not 
let the team down. She's a 
legit pitcher, but most of all 
she is a team player.” 

> Wilmington had just three 
opportunities to score. In the 
top of the first, Antonia 
Kieran belted a two-out dou- 
ble over the center fielder's 
head and then stole third 
base but was stranded. In 
the top of the third, the 'Cats 
had ‘a runner at second with 
one out, but Dana Goulet 
lined out to second, and the 
runner was caught off the 
base. 


Then in the top of the sev- 
enth, with one out and the 
bases empty, Kieran singled 
to center to start another 
rally. After an out, Adele 
Burton singled to center 
moving Kieran to second, 
but the rally ended when 
White struck out the next 
batter. 

In the bottom of the sev- 
enth, Dracut scored the lone 
run of the game. After White 
struck out the first batter, 
Page reached on an infield 
single and was sacrificed to 
second. Sari reached on an 
infield single putting runners 
at the corners, before she 
stole second uncontested on 
the first pitch. That set-up 
the game winning hit by 
Lupien. 

“I just wish we could have 
scored some runs,” said 
Cabral-Pini. “We lost 1-0 
tonight and last year when 
we were knocked out we lost 
1-0 to Swampscott. I told the 
kids, that I'd rather lose 1-0 
than lose by the slaughter- 
rule or be out of a game very 
early.” 

Cabral-Pini was asked 
about her overall thoughts 
on the team's season. 

“J thought our record really 
wasn't indicative of what we 
were capable of,” she said. 
“This was what we were 
capable of doing all season 
long. We had a stretch where 
we weren't very good. 
Thinking back to it, I think 
I'm really going to look at 
the schedule and maybe 
move the games during 
prom week because there's 
just so much going on.” 

Wilmington will be losing 
five seniors, including its 
entire infield except Moran. 
Among the losses include 
corner players Kieran at 
first - who could easily be 
the best defensive first base- 
man the program has had 
since probably Colleen 
Cahill back in the late 1990s 
- and Burton at third. 

“(Adele) is unbelievable 
defensively. Last year she 
made her first error, and it's 
the only one she has made in 
four years. She is tremen- 
dous defensively. That's the 
other thing is we were really 
playing behind the eight-ball 
early in the season as she 
was really sick for three 
weeks and couldn't even run 
from home to first base. She 
was really focused for 
today's game. She got some 
extra hitting in with the 
machine and that paid off as 
she had two hits today. 

“We're losing the entire 
infield except for Ally and 
we lose a ton of hitting with 
those kids leaving. Dana has 
been crushing the ball, 
Antonia crushes the ball, 
Adele has been consistent all 
season. She is what you want 
from a person on your team. 
She just goes up there and 
sees ball and hits ball. I 
think she struck out the least 
out of anyone this year.” 

Kieran, Burton, as well as 
Goulet at shortstop, Liz 
Gordon at second and Aliyah 
Tang behind the plate have 
all graduated.

WILMINGTON -- Host to 
several annual events, there 
are few venues in the 
Greater Boston area that 
see more road racing foot 
traffic than the Wilmington 
Town Common.

Marcou, who founded 
Brady’s Foundation soon 
after close friend Tim Brady 
succumbed to substance 
abuse disorder in 2016, was 
very pleased with the 
turnout, particularly after 
changing the race date from 
August to June to accommo- 
date vacations and a multi- 
tude of summer distractions. 

“In my opinion, many of 
these people joined us today 
to show their support for the 
recovery community and to 
get to a better place in their 
life,” she shared. “Others 
are here to just enjoy the 
beautiful day and to join us 
for a nice run on an awe- 
some course.” 

They were also on hand to 
enjoy abundant amenities 
including refreshments, face 
painting, a live DJ, profes- 
sional timing by RaceWire, 
free sponsor giveaways, raf- 
fle prizes, trophies, among 
many others. 

Marcou, a_ singer-song- 
writer, treated the gathering 
to a stunning rendition of 
Our National Anthem before 
sending the field of runners 
and walkers on their way 
along a relatively flat course 
undulating through nearby 
Wilmington neighborhoods. 

First to return to the 
start/finish line adjacent to 
the Common gazebo on 
Church Street was sixteen-

“Run for Recovery, Walk for 
Wellness 5K, which was a 
resounding success.
